Provided that the Central Government may, If satisfied that such marriage 
Is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and 
the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt such person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that It Is' 
necessary or expedient so to do, It may, by order and for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons.

1754.— In .pursuance of the provisions of rule 21 of, and sub-paragraph 
(2)' of paragraph's of the Fourth Schedhld to, the Railway Board Secretariat Steno- 
graphers; Re^ice (Ryles, 1 97 1> the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways 
hereby makes the following regulations, namely 

RAILWAY' EOAHir SECRETARIAT STENOGRAPHERS SERVICE (GRADE ‘ II 
LIMITED DEPARTMENTAL COMPETITIVE EXAMINATION) REGULATIONS 

1971, 

1, Short title and commencement. — (1) These Regulations may be called the 
Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service (Grade II Limited Departmen- 
tal Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 

Gazette. 

2, Definitions.— (1) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise reauires — 

(a) “crucial date’’ means the first day of August of the year in which the 

examination is held; 

(by “examination” means a limited departmental competitive examination 
held by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways for 
making additions to the Select Lisf’for 'Grade II of the Service; 

(‘regularly appointed-GracfeTHr Officer” means a person included’ in the 
,giRial constitution of that Grade- OfapBpiiRftd thereafter ni)Kn i, i« , ng 
term basis to Grade III according to the specified procedure; 

(d) "Scheduled Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes” shall have the meanings 

.assigned. toJhero in clause {24) and, clause (25).-respectiv.oly -of. article 
366 of the Constitution of India; 

(e) “Selection” means inclusion in the Select List for the Grade II of the 

Service. 

(2) All other words and expressions used in these regulations and not defined 
herein but defined in the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules, 
1971, shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the said Rules. 

3. Holding of the examination — (1) The examination shall be conducted in the 
manner notified from time to time by the Central Government in the Ministry of 
Railways. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the examination shall be held 
shall. .he_llx£d hy the Central -Government in the Ministry of Railways. 

4. fll , Conditions of eligibility — Airy permanent or temporary regularly ap- 
pointed Grade III officer of the Service who satisfies the following conditions 
shall- be- eligible to- appear— at th* -examination namely; — 

I fay Lj?r»f7(h of service.— Ho '.Should -have, oft. the crucial date, kenddreu' not 
less than three years’ approved and continuous service in Grade 
III of the Service from ' or after the appointed day. 

Note.-— Grade III Officers who are on deputation to ex-cadre posts with 
the approval of the competent authority, and those having a lien in 
Grade III of the Service will be eligible to be admitted to the exami- 
nation, if otherwise eligible. 

(b) Age. — He should not be more than 35 years of age on the crucial date ; 

Provided that for the first two examinations to be held in accordance with 
these regulations, the Upger age limit shall be relaxed upto 40 
years: 

Provided further that the upper age limit may be relaxed in respect of the 
candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
and such other categories of persons as may be notified in this 
behalf by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways, from 
time to time to the extent and subject to the conditions notified in 
respect of each category. 
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(2) Pees. — Subject to such exemptions or concessions or both as may be noti- 
fied from time to time in this behalf, he shall pay the fees prescribed by the 
Central Government in the Ministry of Railways. 

(3) Special provisions regarding eligibility of Grade in Officers joining mili- 
tary service on account of the emergency, — Protection shall be afforded to Grade 
III officers who because of their having joined or having been called up for 
mLitary service during the emergency cannot appear in the examination, In 
the manner prescribed from time to time by the Central Government in the 
Ministry of Railways in this behalf.- 

5. Disqualification of candidature Any attempt on the part of a candidate to 

obtain support for his candidature by any means may be held by the ‘Central 
Government in the Ministry of Railways to be a conduct 'which would disqualify 
him for admission to the examination. 

6. Eligibility of a candidate.— $ 1 ) No candidate r to whom a certificate of ad- 
mission has not been issued by the Cynical Government in the Ministry of Rail- 
ways shall be admitted to the 1 examination. 

(2) l j'b,e decision , of the Central Government jn the- Ministry of Railways as 
to 'the eligibility or otherwise of e candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final, 

7. Results. — (1) The names of the candidates who are considered by the Central 
Government in the Ministry, of Railways to be suitable for appointment on the 
result'- of i he examination '•hall be arranged In the older of merit, and; subject to 
the provision of sub-regulation (3) of regulation 8, they shall be recommended for 
appointment ip that ordyr upth t^e number of, appointments decided, ;tp be made. 

(2) The form and manner of communication of the results of the examination 
to individual candidates shall be decided by the Central GovernmenCin The Minis- 
try of Railways who shall not enter into any correspondence with the individual 
candidates regarding resn|ts. ( ( 

8. Appointments. — (1) Success in the examination shall confefh jjo fight, to 
selection unless the Central Government is satisfied after such ' inquiry as may 
be considered necessary that, the candidate is suitable In all respects. 

(21 Save os provided in Sub-regnliition (3.), selections on thb results of any 
examination shall be; .ma.de. to the extent of, .the available vacancies, ip the order 
of merit of the candidates, os recommended by the Central ■Government 1 -fti the 
Ministry of Railways subicct to the reservations for the candidates belonging to 
the Scheduled Hasten and the , Scheduled Tribes in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways from time to time, 
in this .behalf. 

(3) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled’ Tribes 
who are considered by the Central Government in the Miriistry or Railways to 
be suitable for selection on the results of the examination with due regard to 
the maintenance of efficiency of administration shall be recommended for selection 
against the ( vacancies reserved for them Irrespective or their ranks in the order 
of merit in' the examination, 

9. Penalty for Impersonation or other misconduct.— A candidate who is or 
has been declared by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways guilty 
of impersonation or of submitting fabricated documents, or documents which 
have been tampered with, or of making statements which are incorrect or false, 
or of suppressing material ’Information or otherwise resorting to any other ir- 
regular or improper means for obtaining admission to the examination, or of 
using or attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall ox pf misbe- 
haviour in the examination shall may, in addition to rendering himself liable to 
criminal prosecution: 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period by the Central 

Government In the Ministry of Railways from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview held by the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Railways for selection of candidates; 
end 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules.
